How the Premiums are Paid | 

The $3 premium Will be deduct, 
ed from your monthly checks if 
you receive social security, rail- 
road retirement, or civil serviee 
benefits, beginning with ft 
check you receive at the begin- 
nifig of the month your médical 
insurance protection begins. 

If you are not receiving any 
of the above benefits, you will 
pay the premiums directly to the 
Social] Security Administration. * 

If you are eligible for social 
security benefits but are not get- 
ting monthly ehecks (for ex- 
ample, because of high earnings 


‘\from work), you will receive a 
‘|premium due notice from Social 


Security. : 

if you are not eligible for so- 
cial security, railroad retirement, 
or civil service benefits, you will 
receive a premium due notice for 
$9 every three months from. the 
Social Security Administration.’ 

If you prefer, you can arrange 
through the social security 6ffice 
to pay your premiums in monthly 
installments of $3 each. Pre¢- 
miums may also be paid in ad- 
vance. You may pay for up to 
one year simply by increasing the 
amount of your payment my mul- 
tiples of $3 for each additional 
month. : 

A puncheard and return ad- 
dress envelope for you to use in 
sending in the payment will be 
enclosed with the premium notice. 
Be sure to (1) send in your pay- 
ments promptly; (2) pay by per- 
sonal check or money order im 
stead of sending cash; and (3), 
return the punchcard with your 
payment. If you fail to send in 
your premium payments, your 





medical insurance coverage Will 
be terminated, after reasonable 
notice. 

Residents of Berkeley-Albany 
who receive some forms of State 
assistance payments will have 
their medical insurance pre- 
miums paid by the local Social 
Service Department. If you re 
ceive State aid and still receive 
a premium due notice, let both 
your Social Security office and 
your caseworker know. 

Probably the hardest parts of 
Medicare for many people to un- 
derstand are the deductible 
amounts. These will be discussed 
in the next article.
